On the small Air Forces sta¬ 
tionery, he wrote — as a young 
man would—about his home¬ 
town, saying nothing about 
where he was stationed while 
still in Canada. He wrote about 
visiting Frank Paris Sr. in hospi¬ 
tal, and sitting down at a home 
to eat cake — but mosdy frost¬ 
ing. 

Dennis’s dad, who served as a 
plane mechanic during the war 
because a blood pressure issue 
prevented him from flying, and 
Mahagan attended Steele Street 
School and Port Colbome High 
School together. 

Mahagan grew up in the 
house of William and Eileen 
Mahagan at 164 Elm St., near 
Ash St. His death certificate 
shows he was adopted, and 
that his given name was Joseph 
Wilfred Yurch. 

'We haven’t found any infor¬ 
mation to suggest there's others 
in his family," says Candace. 

Dennis says when he has 
driven by the house, he has 
thought about knocking at the 
front door to share the tale of 
the young pilot who would not 
return home. 

A bedroom in the home was 
likely kept tidy by the pilot's 
mom as she awaited his return 
seven decades ago. 

Mahagan received his wings 
at Camp Borden. A newspaper 
announcement that ran with 
his photo said he was ranked 
fourth in his class. Best guess is 
that this was Just months before 
it would be reported he had 
been killed in combat 

His RCAF service number 
was V 11280. He flew with 440 
Squadron. 


When Mahagan took flak 
in France, he was flying a 
2,100-horsepower Hawker 
Typhoon MN307, a British 
Royal Air Force fighter-bomber 
used for ground support, affec¬ 
tionately called a Tiffy. It was 
armed with cannons and either 
bombs or rockets, armour- 
piercing warheads. 

The three-bladed propeller 
plane on the day he died would 
have had thick black and white 
stripes painted across the top 
and bottom of wings and tail 
section — referred to often as 
Invasion Stripes, painted on 
Allied forces planes for the huge 
D-Day mission to avoid friendly 
fire casualties. 

Flying deep in German-occu¬ 
pied territory the day after the 
Allies' successful siege of Juno, 
Omaha and other beaches in 
Normandy, Mahagan met his 
fate. 

The flight lieutenant is buried 
in a tiny cemetery in Noyers- 
Bocage in Calvados, France. He 
lies in front of one other Allied 
soldier, ayoung British man. 

The Parises visited France 
last September to leam more 
about the hometown of Den¬ 
nis's grandfather and to tour 
Second World War cemeteries. 
But the visit to them was mostly 
to find the resting place of the 
young pilot. 

“All the D-Day beaches stuff 
was kind of secondary to find¬ 
ing that gravesite and paying 
our respects,” Dennis says. 

And indeed, he and his wife 
found Wilfred Joseph Maha¬ 
gan. 

“It was amazing after all the 
research, that there we are,” 
Candace recalls of the experi- 


The husband and wife left 
a Canadian flag at his grave. 
And they left a business card, 
topped with a maple leaf, that 
contained their contact infor¬ 
mation. They have since made 
contact with a couple who live 
near the cemetery. 


and Mauricette Marie took it 
upon themselves to be caretak¬ 
ers of Mahagan's grave, which is 
framed by a decorative concrete 
curb. They wash his headstone 
and keep it maintained with 
fresh flowers. A small rose bush 
is also planted there. 

In an e-mail, they wrote in 
French that they have been 
tending to the grave and its 
neighbouring one for the past 
10 years. Translated to English, 
Jacques writes: 

“They were poorly main¬ 
tained and we felt ashamed. 

“Bom in 1942 we are a gen-

Badawey remains mum on election plans

Vance Badawey continues to 
play it coy about whether he’ll 
run for re-election this fall. 

Questioned by a reporter 
following his state-of-the-city 
address during a luncheon at 
Port Colborne Country Club 
in Wainfleet, he laughed, then 
quipped about the final day for 
candidates to register. 

That date is Sept 8. 

It was one of the few lighter 
moments that followed an oth¬ 
erwise serious recap of the past 
four years of his term, and that 
offered by Wainfleet Mayor 
April Jeffs during the Port Col- 
bome-Wainfleet Chamber of 
Commerce event. 

Jeffs, who is seeking a sec¬ 
ond term, said “I’ve had a few 
doozies in my four years” while 


reflecting on some of her tri¬ 
als and tribulations as a rookie 
politician, including wind tur¬ 
bines, septic system inspec¬ 
tions and the since abandoned 
Big Pipe plan of the regional 
municipality. 

She said efforts are being 
made to lift the boil-water 
advisory slapped on her town¬ 
ship's lakeshore back in 2006. 

“So where is Wainfleet 
going? I guess that depends 
on the outcome of Oct. 27,” she 
said, referring to municipal 
election day. 

In the meantime, she said 
she will continue to push to 
give Wainfleet businesses a 
higher profile in Niagara. 

Badawey again entertained 
a lunch crowd with stories 
about the industrial successes 
in Port Colborne, and the city's 
efforts to approve six com¬ 


munity improvement plans 
— Wainfleet will develop 
one, Jeffs said — and replace¬ 
ment of aging infrastructure, 
work which last year yielded 
a wooden water-sewer pipe in 
front of city hall. 

Port Colborne is poised for 
strong growth, he said, a sign 
that his city is bouncing back 
from fears about a new Love 
Canal sparked when he was 
then a 29-year-old mayor and 
historic Inco soil contamina¬ 
tion concerns were first raised. 

Today, he said, Port Col- 
bome is also focused on pro¬ 
viding healthy, active options 
for its residents, a direction 
flowing from the Vale Health 
and WeUness Centre opened

The grassroots organiza¬ 
tion marks its fourth anniver¬ 
sary this month and is inch¬ 
ing close to its l,000th-cat 
milestone, with 965 felines 
enrolled in its three programs 
to date. 

Operation CatSnips assists 
with TNVR (trap, neuter, vac¬ 
cinate, return) of feral cats, 
SNAP (spay/neuter assist¬ 
ance program) assists low- 
income pet owners with get¬ 
ting their cats spayed or neu¬ 
tered, and KitKat sees feral 
kittens fostered, socialized 
and ultimately adopted. 

“We’ve absolutely noticed a 
difference in Port Colborne,” 
PCFI founder Kristi Mallin- 
son Vogel said while thinking 
back on the past four years.

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Vote, but first learn, 
think about decision 


N ow is the time to start thinking about how you will 
vote in the upcoming provincial election, if you 
haven’t turned your mind to your choice already. 

Voting is a right and how you choose to exercise it is 
really up to you. If you don't want to vote, you don’t have 
to. If you decide based on tea leaves, a gut feeling or the 
perceived personality of candidates or leaders, that’s 
your business. But you do yourself and your fellow citi¬ 
zens a disservice if you stay home, or if you cast your vote 
frivolously. 

If you’re fed up with the whole thing, it’s arguably 
better to register your feeling with a spoiled ballot than 
to be silent — which, as the saying goes, implies consent. 

While one ballot among millions is unlikely to be 
the deciding factor, especially in our first-past-the-post 
system in which votes cast for a riding’s unsuccessful 
candidate make no real difference in the composition 
of the legislature, it is still important that the collective 
will be measured. There are organizations of all politi¬ 
cal stripes trying to set the agenda, and if regular people 
don’t take part, those organizations wield more power 
than they should. 

There are plenty of people out there who urge people 
to vote. But casting a ballot should really be the final step 
in a process. 

To be a truly responsible citizen, you need to make 
an informed choice based on reason. Listen to what the 
candidates have to say, assess whether their positions 
are plausible, consider if they reflect what you believe 
and value. Weigh their records. Decide if they will be 
willing or able to follow through with their promises. 

The same goes for political parties — what they say 
might sound good, but does it stand up to scrutiny from 
yourself and from others? Are they trying to manipulate 
you through fear, favour or plain old propaganda? 

Now more than ever vast amounts of information is at 
the electorate’s fingertips. But the quality of much of that 
information is questionable to say the least. Avoid cyni¬ 
cism, but read and listen critically, with an open mind. 
Give those outside the traditional PC-Liberal-NDP trian¬ 
gle a hearing — while it’s unlikely they will be in power, 
to dismiss them out of hand stifles new and at times bold 
ideas worthy of consideration. 

They say we get the government we deserve. Let’s 
deserve a good one.

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One loser, no winners in leaders’ debate 


Y ou can actually pinpoint the 
moment during last Tuesday 
night's leaders’ debate when Kathleen 
Wynne lost. 

She was asked what programs, if any, 
her government would cut to balance 
the budget. On the Bizarre Nonsense 
O-Meter, with one being total rational 
sense and 10 being anything uttered by 
Rob Ford, the Liberal leader’s answer 
ranked about a 6.5. 

Instead of answering the question, 
Wynne blathered on about how she 
explains to Grade 5 students what taxes 
are, then proceeded to explain to voters 
— that is, adults — what taxes are, as if 
we were those students. 

The face-palm that followed that 
answer nearly knocked me out 
Look, we all knew Wynne would 
be on the defensive. The incumbent 
always faces the most slings and arrows. 
She has to defend an unpopular Liberal 
government marred by scandals. 

After the debate, her supporters said 
she didn’t crumble under the com¬ 
bined assault of Tory boss Tim Hudak 
and NDP Leader Andrea Horwath. 

And that is true, she didn’t. She stayed 
composed despite both her opponents 
trying, and failing, to channel their 
inner Brian Mulroney. 


Still, Wynne didn’t actually say any¬ 
thing. I mean, nothing. There was zero 
substance. 

She assured us the Liberals have a 
well thought out plan, which would be 
great if we had any idea what the plan 
actually is or how it’s supposed to work. 

For a leader in the position to win a 
tight election, she didn’t do much to 
win voters over. 

So if Wynne could be called the loser 
of the debate, did one of the other two 
win? 

No. 

To his credit, Hudak didn’t make his 
weakening position any worse, but I 
doubt he made any gains. He stuck to 
his economic guns and attacked Wynne 
hard on issues of ethics. 

That first part is the problem. He 
continued to defend, against all reason 
and evidence, his Million lobs Plan 
that must have been conjured up 
in the Hogwarts School of Voodoo 
Mathematics. 

If you were already a member of the 
Tory faithful, you probably think Hudak 
performed like Jack Kennedy. If you 
have a soft spot for numbers that actu¬ 
ally add up, you probably just rolled 
your eyes. 

As for Horwath, she likely had the 
strongest performance of the night, 


particularly if you measure victory 
by the number of effective zingers. 
Her comment that we now know 
Hudak’s young daughter is better at 
math than her dad was particularly 
hilarious. 

However, while her insistence that 
voters do not need to choose between 
the PCs’ bumbling math and the 
Liberals’ questionable ethics but could 
vote NDP instead sounded good, it did 
little to actually explain her plans for 
the province. 

She repeated again her intention to 
slash ER wait times in half by hiring 
nurse practitioners, which would be 
great if the number of nurse practitio¬ 
ners had anything to do with wait times. 
Which they don’t. 

In other words, like Wynne and 
Hudak I doubt Horwath was able to 
move the polls in her favour. 

On the whole it was a humourless, 
listless debate between three politicians 
who suffer a woeful lack of personality 
and legitimate ideas. 

Things can still change, with just over 
a week to go before the June 12 vote. 

But I think for all three leaders, that 
debate can be filed under the heading 
Missed Opportunity.

A friend was sharing how he had 
aken his truck in for a routine oil 
change and maintenance check. 

When he came home and checked the 
bill, he noticed that they had used 5W30 
oil instead of the synthetic that had been 
the norm until now. 

He promptly called the dealership. The 
woman who answered the phone heard 
him out and made a comment about how 
5W30 would not hurt his engine. He was 
not amused. He asked her to pull up his 
vehicle's service history on the computer. 
She had to admit that they had goofed up. 

When he asked what they were going 
to do about it, she put him on hold, talked 
to someone (presumably the service 
manager) for a minute and she told him 
that if he could bring his truck in, they 
would replace the oil only, not the filter, 
mind you. Also, they would not charge 
him labour, but he would have to pay for 

Now you know why my friend is not 
taking his truck back to them ever again. 

Frankly, I was flabbergasted when I 
heard this and began to ask myself why 
the service manager would not have 
simply offered to replace the 5W30 with 
synthetic oil along with the filter, no 
charge. It would've been only fair, since it 


was their fault 

Plus it would have generated a tremen¬ 
dous amount of goodwill in my friend 
who, rather than tell me about how poorly 
they treated him, could’ve bragged on 
how quickly they apologized and made 
up for their mistake plus offered him 50% 
on his next oil change (hint, hint!). This 
would’ve locked him in for life as a cus- 
tomen With the cost of maintenance and 
repairs these days, they would’ve gained 
hundreds, if not thousandsofdollarsin 
business over the lifetime of the buck. 
Their short-term thinking robbed them of 
long-term profit 

It reminded me of the time that Esau 
traded his birthright to his younger 
brother Jacob for a bowl of lentil soup 
(Genesis 25:29-34). Was his hunger so 
great that he had to forfeit something 
invaluable for a cheap bowl of soup? 

How could he have avoided this griev¬ 
ous error in judgment? How could the 
dealership have done things differently?

The solution is amazingly simple, 
although it is not always easy to do in the 
heat of the moment Here it is. 

Take time to think about the conse¬ 
quences of your choice. Better still, write 
down the next few things that are likely to 
follow as a result of your decision.

Gets ticked off; Takes his business else¬ 
where; We potentially lose thousands of 
dollars over the next five to seven years;

Would he still go through with his deci¬ 
sion to charge for the syntheuc oil? Not 
likely, eh? 

In Esau’s scenario, it would be some¬ 
thinglike: 

I trade my birthright; Lose it forever; 

My future would be affected adversely; 
That is too high a price to pay for a lousy 
bowl of lentil soup; I can put up with a 
growling stomach till I get someone to 
cook me a meal. 

Disaster averted. Destiny accelerated. 

Now it's your turn. Before you make 
a choice in a hurry—because you want 
to make a short-term profit or you want 
to satisfy your appetite or because your 
hormones are going haywire or (please fill 
in the blanks), would you take some time 
to think about the consequences? 

You’ll be glad you did.

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D-DAY 

Paratrooper among first 
Canadians on the ground for D-Day

He was the first to leap into the terri¬ 
ble darkness. 

John Feduck was 20 years old, para¬ 
chuting through the night sky about 30 
kilometres behind enemy lines. 

It was about 1:30 a.m. on D-Day, June 
6,1944. 

Feduck was one of nearly 550 mem¬ 
bers of the elite First Canadian Par¬ 
achute Battalion aboard 50 Brit¬ 
ish planes flown into Nazi-occupied 
France. Their mission was to destroy 
communication towers and bridges in 
anticipation of the Allied forces land¬ 
ing on the beaches of Normandy seven 
hours later that day. 

As his plane neared the drop zone, it 
was pelted by anti-aircraft Are. The plane 
was going to be shot out of the sky, forc¬ 
ing the paratroopers to jump before they 
reached their designated drop zone. 

“We had to get out of there,” Feduck 

As the soldier carrying a machine 
gun, he was first to jump through the 
small hatch in the floor of the Armstrong 
Whitworth Albemarle bomber. 

“The guy who has the Bren machine 
gun jumps out first, because he has the 
most to carry,” the now 90-year-old Port 
Colbome resident said. 

The rest of the troops followed, but 
Feduck had no idea where they were or 
where they would all land. 

“They were dropped all over the 
place,” he said. 

Feduck had a 30-kg canvas pack filled 
with equipment strapped to his legs, 
designed to fall away from him with die 
pull of a release handle to ease his land¬ 
ing. A nine-metre rope kept it tethered 
to him so he could easily retrieve it after 
he landed. 

With that much gear, there was no 
room for anything else — not even a 
reserve parachute to rely on if his main 
chute failed. If the paratroopers had 
worn reserve chutes, they would not 
have been able to fit through the hatch 


in the plane’s fuselage. 

As he slowly descended through the 
darkness lit only by the flash of anti¬ 
aircraft fire, things went from bad to 

His helmet slipped from his head as 
he tumbled through the sky, then the 
equipment sack strapped to his legs did 
not release when he pulled the handle. 

His problems escalated as he neared 
the ground. 

“I got hung up in the tallest tree in 
France,” he said. “Well, it wasn’t the tall¬ 
est, but it felt like it was.” 

Feduck was helpless, hanging about 
three metres off the ground and unable 
to free himself from the tangled chords 
of the parachute and the equipment 
pack still strapped to his legs. 

“Then I heard some voices.”

Feduck went limp, dangling among the 
branches and fearfiil that in moments he 
wouldn't just be playing dead. 

"I thought, ’This is it,”’ he said. 

He recalled seeing the Nazi soldiers 
on the ground below, pointing up at 
him. But they apparently feU for his ruse 
and continued their hunt for more lively 
prey. 

Feduck pulled out his dagger, cut the 
cables and dropped to the ground, injur¬ 
ing his shoulder in the process. 

Although he’d made it to the ground 
alive, he was alone deep behind enemy 


lines with no idea where to find his fel¬ 
low paratroopers. He spent the next sev¬ 
eral hours quietly searching through the 
countryside, doing his best to stay out of 
sight. 

"There were no markers. I didn’t know 
where to go." 

He turned a comer and found himself 
face to face with a German soldier. 

"I had my .451 carried at the time, and 
I shot. I must have put three or four bul¬ 
lets in him," he said.

Feduck turned and ran for his life, fearing 
there could be other enemy soldiers in the 

As dawn arrived, he finally found a few 
familiar faces — members of the 9th Essex 
Parachute Battalion. He stayed with them 
until he was reunited with his own battalion 
the next day. 

The paratroopers achieved their objec¬ 
tives, setting the stage for the successful inva¬ 
sion. But their numbers were decimated in 
the process. 

Feduck was one of only 197 members of 
the 550-soldier battalion who survived the 

He stayed with the airborne regiment until 
late 1945, fighting in several other horrific 
conflicts such as the Battle of the Ehine. 

He advanced to the rank of sergeant before 
he was discharged Aug. 17,1946. Even then, 
he volunteered for duty in the Pacific, but the 
war ended before he was called on for serv¬ 


ice. 

In the many years since returning to his 
home in Port Colbome, his time spent with 
the First Canadian Parachute has remained 
an important part of his life. He has attended 
annual reunions of the battalion everyyear 
since 1972. 

The walls of his rec room are adorned with 
pictures and memorabilia that date back 70 

Many of the carefully crafted models he 
made after his retirement from the Ministry 
of Transportation are the planes he jumped 
from during battles years ago. 

In recent years, Feduck has returned to the 
sky, earning his recreational pilot’s licence. 
And in the 1990s, he returned to parachut¬ 
ing. 

The man who made dozens of jumps into 
battle and even more training leaps from tow¬ 
ers, barrage balloons and aircraft has a First 
Jump certificate framed on his wall, issued by 
a local recreaUonal skydiving club.
